This spring the Advocate campaigned editorially 
to have Highway 23 re-gravelled before it went com¬ 
pletely to pieces, voicing the rising storm of protest 
about the manner in which this highway was being ne¬ 
glected. 

On July 2, when announcement had been made 
that the hghway would be re-gravelled, we urged that 
sime re-building work be done prior to the gravelling 
or that the potholes be filled in, at least, before the 
gravelling was done. 

1 Even a scarifying job would have helped smooth 
out the holes and bumps, but nothing was done. We 
did receive the promised heavier maintainer on the- 
Carmangay to Comer Store portion but by that time 
more than maintenance was needed. 

So the re-gravelling job went ahead and is now 
nearing completion. 

You know what happens when a hole is filled with 
gravel. Every car or truck that passes over it sends 
gravel flying into the ditch. You soon have the original 
hole back and no gravel. And that's just what’s hap¬ 
pening on Highway 23, particularly between Champ¬ 
ion and the Comer Store. 

And there’s not much gravel to lose in this man¬ 
ner, either. In some places it’s pretty hard to see that 
any re-gravelling has been done at all. 

We understand that the highway from Carman- 
gay north is the responsibility of the District Highway 
Engineer located in Calgary. Maybe we’re too far 
from the city for him to visit us, but nevertheless we 
extend him an invitation to drive down—.over High¬ 
way 23—to Vulcan or, better still, to Champion, and 
get some first-hand information about this highway.

Gas Here Depends on Export 

The possibility that Elackie, Brant, Vulcan, 
Champion and Carmangay may, within a few years, 
be served with natural gas by virtue of an export line 
following this route is of interest to residents of these 
communities. 

We venture to say that service by angxport line 
or a gathering line is the only way by'ltfhich we will 
ever get natural gas here, for the population density 
of this part of the prpvince is not greet enough to jus¬ 
tify building.a pipeline under present high costs. 

The submission by the gas companies to tie in the 
Calgary-Edmonton line with an export line from Pin- 
chcr Creek east by way of a new pipeline from Cal¬ 
gary to Carmangay appears to be based on the 
thought that the big Pincher Creek field will eventual¬ 
ly be allowed to export at least part of its gas. Pin¬ 
cher natural gas reserves are believed to be the great¬ 
est in the province and the matter of allowing export 
or otherwise utilizing these tremendous resources is 
still before the government.

Primitive sanitation is the main 
reason for the continued outbreaks 
of ‘ poliomyelitis in Calgary and 
district and the common house fly 
is the main carrier. 

This is the open opinion being 
reached among medical men and 
is firmly supported by Calgary 
medical health officer Dr. W. H. 
Hill. 

If the city and its fringe areas 
could adopt a good sanitation and 
hygiene system combined with a 
fly extermination program, he be¬ 
lieves the dreaded disease could 
be conquered. 

The polio virus has been defin¬ 
itely found on the flies and in sow 
age. Medicos are convinced that 
the disease is spread by flies 
through contaminated food into 
human bodies. 

They know too that polio per¬ 
sists on the prairie season after 
season because it is carried by per 
son’s who themselves are immune. 
That fs why untreated sewage is 
Jlhe wia-st menace to mankind. 

The Btow . Riv er is an open sew¬ 
er,' a shocking fact in a modern 
city of the 20th centufy. Untreat¬ 
ed effluent drifts downstream 
from Bowness into Calgary," and 
thence from the, city into other 
regions on the prairie. 

Cold water does not harm the 
polio virus either. It is carefully 
preserved .in the river until the 
housefly, public enemy No. 1, pick* 
it up and carries it into the house¬ 
wife’s kitchen. 

.The housewife's open garbage 
cun is a fertile breeding ground 
for flics and in many cases nothing 
to be proud of. She is advised to 
mitigate the nuisance by wrapping 
all food waste before disposal.

Winter wheat -is grown with 
reasonable success In the south¬ 
western corner of* Alberta from 
the foothills to about 40 miles east 
of Lethbridge and from the Mon¬ 
tana border tp about 60 miles 
north of Lethtridge. Outside of 
this area successes are less fre¬ 
quent, principally because the var¬ 
ieties available are not sufficient¬ 
ly hardy to survive the severe 
winter conditions. 

Most Southern "Alberta farmers 
are aware that a disease known as 
streak mosaic has caused severe 
damage to several winter wheat 
fields this year. This disease quite 
likely has also caused damage in 
previous years but until recently 
has been unidentified. The virus 
which causes streak mosaic must, 
live in green plants and is carried 
lrom one plant to another by a 
small mite. In general, losses have 
been most severe in fields which 
huve been planted early in Aug¬ 
ust, and which have had near 
them a source of infection such as 
green infected plants in the next 
stubble strip. When the disease is 
present, the early date of seeding 
allows it to spread throughout the 
crop before winter. To reduce 
losses due to this disease, farmers 
should be sure that all green in¬ 
fected plants in adjaaent stubble 
strips are destroyed several days 
before their winter wheat is plant

Seeding during the first two 
weeks in September appears to be 
the most satistactory date to satis¬ 
fy all conditions. This date is us¬ 
ually sufficiently early to obtain 
adequate fall growth for winter 
survival and for erosion control, 
and, although a later date maybe 
preferable, it is sufficiently late 
to reduce losses due to streaky mo¬ 
saic and root rots. 

For 'Alberta conditions, very 
winter hardy varieties of winter 
wheat are necessary. The most 
winter hardy varieties available 
are Kharkov 22 M.C. and Yogo.

The variety Jones Fife, also 
known as Velvet Chaff anfl Old 
Silver, is grown by some farmers 
in the foothills. This variety is de¬ 
finitely lacking in winter hardiness 
and tends to shatter badly. It is 
also of poor quality and is not re¬ 
commended for Alberta. 

.There appears to be a consider¬ 
able demand for winter wheat seed 
this year. Many farmers are ask¬ 
ing where they can obtain seed. 
Any farmer who has good quality 
seed of Kharkov or Yogo winter 
wheal available would probably 
find it profitable to advertise this 
fact.

Swine Feeding Experiments 

The following are a brief sum¬ 
mary of swine feeding experi¬ 
ments carried out by the Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Science at the 
University of Alberta, as reported 
by Dr. J. P. Bowland of-that De¬ 
partment. 

"Hogs marketed at 200 to 210 
pounds gave higher net returns 
than those marketed at either 175 
to 185 pounds or 220 or 230 
pounds. 

Amouht of fat in the carcasses 
increased as the pigs became hoav 
ier and the light pigs were prob¬ 
ably most desirable in this respect. 
However, carcass weights of the 
200 to 210 pigs were all within the 
desired grade A range of 140-170 
lb., while the Tighter and heavier 
carcasses were not all within this 
tange. Female hogs yielded more 
desirable carcasses than males. 

A summary' of all lots indicate^ 
that rate of gain increased as thl? 
pigs became heavier , but daily 
feed consumption mcreaS-d TTffiro 
rapidly so that feed required pel- 
100 lb. gain- became greater. There 
fore, it may be concluded that the 
lighter the pi? the more efficient 
the gains. 

On the basis of this experiment 
as well as on the basis of present 
market requirements, our pigs will 
yield the largest net returns if 
they are sold between 190 and 210 
lbs., and preferably at not less 
than 200 lbs. liVeweight. These ob 
servations further strengthen re¬ 
commendations based on an exper 
iment conducted in 1939. 

The object of another experi¬ 
ment was to study the growth and 
feed efficiency of swine fed rations 
supplemented with several miner¬ 
als in addition to iodized salt and 
limestone. The following' are con¬ 
clusions formed from this work, 
the addition of bonemenl. mangan¬ 
ese. cobalt, iron, copper, magnes¬ 
ium and zinc to a practical swine 
ration used in this test did not In¬ 
fluence rate of gain or feed effic¬ 
iency. From the results of this ex¬
